PRICE OF SUGAR 


Gatedine Retail Prices ‘Will’ Remain 
Unchanged 

OTTAWA.—An. expected increase 
in the price of imported, raw, sugar 
will be absorbed through the sugar 
‘stabilization fund, built up over the’ 
last few years, with Canadian retail 
prices remaining unchanged, the 
prices board said. 

“There is no intention of authoriz- 
ing any. increase in the price of sugar 
in Canada,” said a board statement, 
referring to a Washington report that 
sugar prices in the United States will 
be raised by possibly a half-cent a 
pound next month to meet the antici- 
pated increase.
